RUIN OR PEACE 
SEEMS RUSSIA’S CHOICE. 


Industrial Crisis Throughout New-born Re 
Acute, According to Minister of Finance, that Only 
Miracle Can Save Country from Disaster—Exorbitant 
Demands of Workmen Closing Factories. ify 


ETROGRAD, May 28 (via Lon- 
don, May 29, 1:06 a.m.)—The 
industrial crisis in Russia is so 

acute that, according to a recent 
utterance of the Minister of M- 
nance, Shingaroff, only a miracie 
can save the country from economic 
ruin. The demands of the workmen 
were so enormous, he declared, that 
it seemed impossible to keep the in- 
dustrial wheels going for any great 
length of time. 

The Socialist ministers, at a re- 
cent ministerial council, said that 
the only possibility they saw of set- 
tling the difficulties was to bring the 
war to a close. 

Neither the Coalition Cabinet nor 
the newly-appointed commission to 
regulate the difficulties between capi- 
tal and labor has vet found a way 
to settle the industrial crisis. The 
commission is composed of the Min- 
isters of Finance, Trade and Indus- 
try and Labor, but since there is a 
wide divergence of views between 
the Minister of Finance and the new 
Socialist Minister of Labor. it seems 
probable that this commission will 
be confronted with the same dim. 
culties that attended previous at- 
tempts at reconciliation. 

An investigation of factory condi- 
tions in Petrograd leads to the 
alarming but inevitable conclusion 
that unless the government soon finds 
a means of adjusting the present 
difficulties nifdat of the industrial 
enterprises working for national de- 
tense will be compelled to 
within a few months. 

OUTSTANDING FEATURES. 

The outstanding features of the 
labor situation are as follows: 

An investigation shows that vir- 
tually the same difficulti prevail 
in all the big factories in X 
and apparently authenticated re- 

tts from the Moscow, Donets and 

ral districts indicate general dis- 
organization. 

In many of the factories, demands 
of the workingmen for increased 
wages are actually greater than the 
entire profits of the factories under 
the best conditions of production. 
The workmen, through their com- 
mitt are virtually in command of 
the factories and all business has to 
be submitted to them for approval. 
Wages in a majority of the factories 
have already been increased fro 
100 to 150 per cent. 
as yet been no offset by an advance 
in prices of the output. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


In one of the works in Petrograd 
the workmen recently demanded the 
immediate payment of 13,600,000 
rubles, normally $6,500,000, to cover 
an increase of 16 kopecs an hour 
for each workman, since the begin- 
ning of the war. The directors of 
the organization communicated 
with the government and asked to 
be placed under voluntary arrest as 
protection against threats of the 
workmen, which, as usual, accom- 
panied the demand. The directors 
were for two days housed in the 
Ministry of Justice. The govern- 
ment finally informed the directors 
that the matter would be consid- 
ered and with the demand of the 
workmen held temporarily in abey- 
ance the directors returned to work. 

EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

An eight-hour day has become ef- 
fective in all the factories. Accord- 
ing to the estimate of a leading 
manufacturer the output of these 
faqgories has suffered an average de- 
crease of 40 per cent. since the revo- 
lution. He explained that all these 
concerns were confronted with an 
imminent shortage of raw materials 
and with bankruptcy. 

Not only have the prices of prod- 
ucts not met the advance in wages, 
but payment has been so slow that 
industry is in urgent need of work- 
ing capital. The dealers find it dif- 
ficult to borrow money, as the banks 
naturgliiy are not eager to extend 
credit to factories which are in con- 
trol of temporary workmen's com- 
mittees. As a result, some of the 
factories, according to this informa- 
tion, will be compelled to close 
within a month, 

An ironical feature of the difficul- 
ties confronting the employers is the 
fact that although suffering serious 
loss, they do not dare to close the 
establishment, owing to the threats 
of bodily and material vengeance. 
The power of the workmen's com- 
mittees so far has superseded the 
authority of the owners. There is 
no way of enforcing discipline, said 
one manufacturer, and idleness is 
prevalent.

REMIER OF JAPAN 


EXPLAINS GOLD EXIT.

TOKIO, May 28, 2:40 p.m.-—Field 
Marshal Count Terauchi, the Japa- 
nese Premier, today delivered an ad- 
dress to the prefectural governors 
on the policies of the Japanese gov- 


ernment. Reférring to the accumula- 
tion of gold by Japan, the Count de- 
clared the gold should be employed 
lin developing the domestic wealth 
and in strengthening the foundation 
of Japan's resources in international 
exchange. 

The Premier said the war threat- 
ened to involve the whole world. 
The participation of the United 
States in the conflict, he declared, 
was particularly satisfactory to 
Japan, “because it strengthened the 
ties of interest binding Japan and 
America.” 

Field Marshal Terauchi said he 
believed the political change in Rus- 
sia Was seriously important but that 
it did not affect Russia's hostile at- 
titude toward the common enemy 

To meet the perilous war situation, 
the Premier said, Japan must per- 
fect her defenses, promote her in- 
dustries, cultivate friendly refations 
with foreign nations and develop her 
external trade. He coupled with 
satisfaction the empire's great ma- 
terial prosperity with a warning of 
the dangers of an unsatisfactory 
business morality, a tendency toward 
strife between capitalists and labur- 
ers and a degeneration of free speech 
into the publication of matters cal- 
culated to undermine the national 
—_— and to disturb peace and or- 


Alluding to the revolution in Rus- 
sia, Count Terauchi expressed regret 
that Japanese newspapers, in dis- 
cussing changes in foreign countries, 
had made pointed references to the 
fundamental principles of the Japa- 
nese political system.

its construction and the char- 
acter of its water supply came trom 
widely varied sources, representing 
about a dozen civic or business or- 
ganizations, at a meeting held last 
night in the Mayor's office, and over 
which the Mayor presided. It was 
a meeting of the representatives of 
the various organizations who went 
on a three days’ inspection trip up 
the line of the aqueduct, as far as 
Owens River Gorge, and who. made 
a thorough and comprehensive in- 


neering and the potential electrical 
power sites. 

Most significant of all the com- 
mendatory remarks were those 
made by J. B. Bowen, representing 
the Building Trades Council, in the 
way of an answer to the local union- 
laborite newspaper, which has tried 
its to discredit the aqueduct. 
Mr. Bowen said: 

“I feel that the press that nas 
been maligning the aqueduct is mis- 
leading and false in its accounts of 
conditions. The concrete work is nut 
impaired by any exterior crumblins; 
the strength is there and the con- 
crete is all right. The job is certain- 
ly a good one and worthy of every 
citizen's support. It looked to me 
as though it would last forever. The 
water is there, and plenty of it.”

After a three days’ inspection tour 
of the Owens River aqueduct, made 
at the request of various civic organ- 
izations, we report as follows: 

(1) Reliability of Water Supply, 

We are convinced the aque- 
duct supply is exceedingly reliable. 
One hundred and fifty miles of the 
snow-covered Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains parallel the aqueduct drainage 
basin, and discharge their melted 
snow water into the basin. A num- 
ber of these mountains are over 10,- 
000 feet high, and some are over 14,- 
000 feet high, and carry pefpetual 
snow. The Owens River Valley it- 
seit is a great reservoir of under 
ground water and its enormous 
gravel beds will supply ample water 
even in dry years. 


(2) Quality of Aqueduct Water. 
The aqueduct water is melted snow 
water which runs through a region 
with far less population to the square 
mile than does the water supply of 
most cities. Los Angeles city owns 
100 miles of the Owens River river 
bed itself, with t bottom 
lands for considerable distance on 
either side. This ownership facit 
itates the work of the city in main- 
taining the water in a sanitary con- 
dition. The great storage reservoirs 
of the aqueduct system have a high 
sanitary value, and the aerating ef- 
fect on the water in its use at the 
power plants is in accordance with 
the most modern practice of aera- 
tion. We believe the aqueduct sys- 
tem to be sanitary. 
(3) Construction of the Aqueduct. 
The construction work on the 
aqueduct appears to us to have been 
good and is remarkably free ‘rom 
jeakage. In some sections of the 
nncovered concrete ditch portions of 
the surface plaster have peeled off. 
This is said to have been cadsed 
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Worthy.

Farmers to Blame. 
“LAMANDA PARK, May 28.—{To 
the Editor of The Times:] The 
article in yesterday's issue, on the 
farm labor problem, is timely and 
to the point. It is a fact that the 


farmers and ranchers are themselves 
more to blame than anyone else for 
the present so-called shortage of 
help, for very few of them are will- 
ing to pay even fair wages or treat 
men as well as they treat their ani- 
mals. 

That is hard thing to say of a 
class of on whom not onlv the 
nation, but to a large extent the rest 
of the world, is now dependent for 
the food "supply. But it is true. 
Horses and cows cost money in the 
firet place add cost money to replace. 
so must be treated decently. Men 
do not. 

The men who framed the State 
workingmen’s insurance act refused 
to include agricultural laborers in 
the bill and the presumption is that 
the farm worker was considered of 
so Small value that he was not worth 
insuring. The employers of farm 
labor in Califormia appear to hold 
him at about the same valuation. 
That is a great mistake, for men 
nowadays will not stand the treat- 
ment they stood twenty and even ten 
years ago, and the farmers are going 
to find fit out. Some of them are al- 
ready doing so. 

I have tived and labored at agri- 
cultural work in this State for nearly 
thirty years and the average condi- 
tlons under which we are expected 
to live and work, though somewhat 
better than they used to be, are on 
the whole a disgrace to a civilized

Disregarding the petriotic appeal, the 
liberty loan bonds that are offered to the 
American public today rank as the highest 
form of investment security. Not in the 
memory of this generation has such an at- 
tractive offering. of United States bonds 
been made to the people of this country. 
The bonds are the direct obligation of the 
richest nation in the world, and the pro- 
ceeds are to be reinvested in this country, 
thus strengthening the resources of the 
United States by the exact amount of 
money that the bonds sell for. 

The clause in the aicthorization act which 
provides that the bonds are convertible into 
those of any subsequent issue during the 
war which may drew a greater rate of in- 
terest is of deep significance. It is not @ 
hagardous prophecy that bonds bearing a 
higher rate will be issued. England is now 
paying 5% per cent. for the money she bor- 
rows, not including, of course, what she has 
received and will receive from us since we 
joined the Allies. If such well-informed 
men as Ambassador Gerard may be be- 
lieved, America is to find need of financing 
on a scale of sacrifice equal to that of 
Great Britain. But no matter what high 
rates of interest are paid on future govern- 
ment obligations, the buyer of liberty bonds 
will have the privilege of converting his 3% 
per cent. bonds into all future issues. 

Thus the liberty loan bonds, while hold- 
ing out prospects of an advance above per, 
are guaranteed against a decline caused by 
future competition with government bonds 
bearing higher rates of interest. It is safe 
to surmise, so the best authorities tell us, 
that United States war bonds will be issued 
at 4, and perhaps 4% per cent., the benefits

«TE JUST AND FEAR NOT.” 

That's the desirable motto for elec 
tors to bear in mind when they enter the 
polling booths at the municipal election on 
June 5. Those who are just will assuredly 
vote “yes” on the question: Shall the ordt- 
nance proposed by initiative petition, pro- 
viding for the supervision and regulation of 
jitney busses, stages and auto busses, and 
prohibiting their operation on certain 
streets, be adopted? 

Los Angeles ‘as a certain regulation of 
auto busses, but not enough. This is due 
to the timidity of Its lawmakers, who fear 
the vote of the jitney bus owners. There 
fore, it has been found necessary to propose 
an ordinance by initiative petition. 

This is not really a fight between the 
street railways and the auto-bus owners; 
it is a contest between the majority of the 
publie on one side and the bus owners and 
the patrons of the jitney cars on the other. 
Those patrons do not greatly care for com- 
fort or cleanliness, otherwise they would 
ride in numerous lousy, infected busses 
which are allowed to ply for fares on Los 
Angeles streets and which should be ex- 
amined by health department officials. 

That jitney busses are a menace to the 
majority of the citizens is evidenced daily to 
persons who watch the vehicles on Broad- 
way, Spring and Main streets. They add 
largely to the congestion of traffic on those 
thoroughfares, thus making them a nul- 
sance; and they frequently dash by street 
cars while passengers are waiting to board 
the yellow and red coaches, thus being a 
peril to the public safety. 

Plenty of other reasons why jitney busses 
should be subject to more regulations than 
they are at present, but there's no heed to 
mention them. They are rotten. 


WORD TO THE UNWISE. 

Occasionally a man or woman rises 
in the strength of egotism and attempts to 
defy all social customs and conyentionali- 
tles. Their intention is to set at naught 
what they consider to be the petty tyran- 
nies of social customs, to assert their in- 
dividualism and to obtain freedom of 
thought, speech and action. Such a step 
is more foolhardy than brave and tends 
toward the exaltation of folly rather than 
toward the attainment of freedom. There 
has usually been a good, sound reason for 
the establishment of social customs, and 
those who choose to ignere them succeed 
only in causing themselves useless embar- 
rass ment. The man who insists on wear- 
ing white socks when everybody else is 
wearing black ones only makes himself 
conspicuous, and, as no one ever knows 
what \he may do or say under ordinary 
circumstances, he is usually shunned by 
people whe might otherwise consider him 
worthy of their highest esteem and confi- 
dence. The grocer, who merely because 
he considers himself a free American citi- 
zen would inetst upon delivering his gro- 
ceries through the parlor instead of by 
way of the kitchen would soon lose all his 
custom: while an honored guest who 
should attempt to enter the honie of his 
host via the kitchen might be mistaken 
for the grocery solicitor and would prob- 
ably be requested by the busy chef to come 
back some other time. It is as natural 
and right that there should be system in 
the social world as that there should be 
system in schools, governments and in all 
the sidereal universe. Only a genius is al- 
lowed to be eccentric and different from 
other people, and even the genius is some- 
times made to suffer bitterly for his con- 
tempt of custom.

STATE FLAG LAW. 


Section of Code Relating to Use of 
Nation’s Banner. 

(Section. 1. A hew section is 
hereby added to the Penal Code of 
California to be numbered 310 and 
to read as follows:) 

(310.). That any person, frm or 
corporation, who in any manner, for 
exhibition or display, puts, places, 


or causes to be placed, an inscrip- 
tion, picture, device, design, symbol, 


name, advertisement, word, -letter, 
character, mark or tice of any 
kind whatsoever, u any flag of 


the United States, or ensien evident- 
ly purporting to be such flag, or who 
in any manner appends, annexes or 
affixes to any such flag any inecrip- 
tion, picture, device, symbo!, name, 
advertisement, word, letter, charac- 
ter, mark or notice whatsoever, or 
who displays or exhibits, or causes 
to be displayed or exhibited, any 
flag of the United States or ensign 
purporting to be such flag, upon 
which is put, attached, annexed, af- 
fixed or placed in any manner, any 
inscription, picture, design, device, 
symbol, name, advertisement. word, 
letter, mark or notice whatsoever, 
or who mutilates, tramples upon, or 
otherwise defaces or defiles any 
such flag, said flag, be public or pri- 
vate property, of who places or 
causes to be placed on any manu- 
factured or prepared article or cov- 
ering of said article, such flag, or 
indication of such flag, or who uses 
or causes to be used for purposes 
of a commercial or other trade mark, 
such flag, or indication of such flag, 
shall be fined not more than two 
hundred dollars or imprisoned not 
more than one rear, or both, for 
each and every offense, in any coun- 
ty fall of the county in which the 
trial ie held: provided, however, that 
flags, or ensigns, the property of

removal of all billboards in the city 
of Los Angeles would not of itself 
swell the gross advertising revenues 
of the newspapers. They would 
take on a few new contracts here 
and there, but others would be 
withdrawn from the field. 

Real objections to the billboards 
are based upon questions of public 
policy, safety, morale and civic 
beauty, any turbulent arguments of 
Estelle La Lindsey to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

He 
didn’t understand, though, how they 
had overlooked the opportunity of 
anchoring a line of floating bin 
boards off the coast at the beach 
cities. He refused to believe in the 
genuineness of the eagle on Eagle 
Rock and thought it was an adver- 
tisement for some kind of Rising 
Sun Stove Polish. 

The argument that the billboards 
furnish a revenue for certain unoc- 
cupied property is not good from a 
municipal standpoint. The interest 
of the city would suggest the erec- 
tion of a more substantial improve- 
ment, nor should a man who does 
build upon and improve his prop 
erty find his venture impaired by 
the speculator who strings a mas- 
sive line of billboards conticuous 
thereto. Nobody wants to buy or 
rent a house alongside of a cum- 
brous advertising board, and in the 
business district the billboards les- 
sen the rental value of many prop- 
erties through their proximity. 

The only real argument for the 
billboard is that they are there al- 
ready, and this same argument can 
be used for a wart or a freckle. For 
the amount of money spent upon 
them they furnish sustenance for a 
fewer number of needy people than 
any other investment in the wide, 
wide world. Measured against ques- 
tions of public morals and public 
safety that argument should never 
be made. 

The police have given records of 
crimes ranging from murder to petty 
larceny that were only possible be- 
cause ofs the friendly shelter fur- 
nished the criminal by the billboard. 
In some instances fire insurance 
rates have been increased by the 
proximity of a billboard; so it can 
be seen that the companies consider 
them a fire menace. 

In order to put up a beautiful. 
building one must still obtain a per 
mit. I would not allow a billboard 
#ithout a permit, and that permit 
should not be granted save upon 
the petition of a majority frontage 
of the property on the block affect- 
ed. That is the simple proposition 
of majority rule upon which this 
government is founded, and no acro- 
batic Councilman can voice a co- 
herent and logical ‘objection thereto. 

Personally I would favor this rule 
for every section of the city, as Tf 
see no reason why the billboard 
should be an unwelcome trespasser 
in any block—business district or 
Let it be established 
where can show strength of 
friendship, but not otherwise.

would require an expenditure of an 
additional $260,000 annually. 

“During our investigations of thes 
Los Angeles Railway we found that 
3500 employees of that company 
have been guffering because 350 jit- 
ney drivers have been taking the 
cream of the traffic of the city and 
leaving us the skimmed milk, which 
we had to carry whether we wanted 
to or not.
